Such has 
been the concept that gives the most general knowledge of the world.

Apart from the masses of people there could be no social movement to begin 
with nor is it possible to speak about the advance of history. 


The position and role of the masses of people as the subject of history 
manifest themselves clearly in the revolutionary sovement, the most positive 
form of the social movement. The masses of people are the master of revolution 
and construction and the decisive factor remaking nature and developing society. 
Revolution and construction are a task for the sake of the masses of people and 
a task of the masses of people themselves. The masses of people conduct 
revolution and construction with their own strength to work out their destiny.
